Marseilles, Jan.

from the village of Paraman, near 
which the French mail steamer Bus- 
sie, from 
Oran, Algeria, stranded 


Monday in a violent storm, with 
fifty passeugers and a crew of forty 
on board, say that all efforts to reach 
the steamer have failed, owing to the 
tremendous height of the seas which 
are running. 


The pilot <boats and torpedo boats 


•which have attempted to reach the 
steamer have been unable to battle 
with the waves and have returned. 
The only hope seems to be in the abil- 
ity of life-savers to throw a line 
over the iRussie as the wrecked ves- 
sel is driven closer to 'the shore. The 
forecastle and part of the forward 
deck house are all of the vessel re- 
maining above water. 


The beach was lined all night with 


watchers. Lights were seen1 on 
board of -the steamer, but it is be- 
lieved that some of those on board 
of her have already been drowned, 
although no bodies have been washed 
ashore. 


BEG FOB SUCCOR, 


Marseilles, Jan. 9.—A signal mes- 


sage was received a't 3 o'clock this 
afternoon from the Kussie saying all 
on board were alive, but begging for 
succor. The sea has slightly moder- 
ated, tout up to the present all at- 
tempts at rescue have failed*
